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ARRL Board of Directors 


The ARRL B. of D. met Mar. 11-13, just 
before the National Convention, in Or- 
lando Florida. 


They are again requesting that the FCC 
issue new club station licenses, some— 
thing which has not been done for several 
years. Also, the Plans and Programs com— 
mittee has been asked to reconsider the 
proposal for limited SSB phone privileges 
for U.S. amateurs below 7100, and to con- 
sider a petition to the FCC to open 
the entire segment 3825-4000 KHz to Gen- 
eral Class licensees. 


Also of interest..."To curb abuses in- 
volving third party traffic in the amateur 
bands, the Board directed that FCC be ask- 
ed to not grant third party privileges to 
holders of reciprocal operating permits, 
except in emergencies." This step, if 
taken by FCC, would go a long way toward 
cutting down the Say Coo Miamis on 20 Meters. 


Finally, the Board somewhat reluctantly 
approved a ARRL dues increase to become 
effective July $25 U.S., $30 Canada, 
and $33 all others. This would also in- 
crease the ticket for Life Membership to 
$625, and the League may allow payments 
to be made over three years (quarterly) 
instead of the present two year payment 
plan. 


The last time dues were increased loss 
of membership was less than 5 percent; 
however, some directors felt that this new 
jump to twenty five dollars might cost tens 
of thousands of present members. But the 
money is needed to keep up with the es-— 
calating costs of publishing and to hire 
some people for the staff, especially in 
the Technical Department. 


Incidentally, the Board approved a dues 
of only $20 for persons over 65 years of 
age, upon their request. This is very 
uncommon in the magazine business. No men- 
tion was made of a reduced price for stu- 
dents, teenagers, etc, something which is 
quite common, especially in non-profit or- 
ganizations. 


And General Manager Dick Baldwin announ- 
ced that he will retire June, 1982; Bald- 
win says he assumes the Board will set up 
a search committee for a new G.M. At this 
time two persons in the League family are 
in the running and interested, apparently 
meaning that the search will include pos- 
sible outsiders. 


We will undoubtedly have more on this 
over the next 15 months.
